Elder  Richards  has  served  four  full-time 
missions,  twice  as  mission  president,  and  is 
the  author  of  “A  Marvelous  Work  And  A 
Wonder.” 

He  emphasized  in  his  address  that 
students  could  share  the  Gospel  with  their 
neighbors,  friends  and  relatives  during 
summer  vacation. 

“Isn't  that  better  than  sitting  around  and 
twiddling  your  thumbs  and  wasting  your 
time?”  asked  Elder  Richards. 

“Let  some  of  BYU  rub  off  on  you  so 
that  you’ll  be  different  than  when  you 
came,”  said  Elder  Richards.  “You  are 
different.  The  Lord  has  called  you  out  of 
the  world  to  be  a light  unto  the  world.” 

Elder  Richards  said  that  BYU  students 
will  have  the  opportunity  to  tell  others 
about  BYU  this  summer  and  that  they  will 
“open  the  door  so  you  can  do  missionary 
work.”

Complete  POW 
return  doubtful 
believes  ex-Red 

SAIGON  (UPI)  A Vietnamese  doctor 
who  rose  through  the  ranks  of  the 
Communist  party  until  he  defected  in  1969 
said  yesterday  he  doubted  that  all 
American  prisoners  of  war  would 
eventually  be  permitted  to  return  home. 

“Evidence  of  this  is  that  not  all  of  the 
French  prisoners  of  war  have  been  released 
even  to  the  present  day,”  said  Dr.  Dan  Tan, 
42,  who  was  born  in  Central  South 
Vietnam  and  began  his  career  as  a guerrilla 
fighter  when  the  Viet  Minh  were  fighting 
the  French  and  Japanese  in  1945. 

Tan.  speaking  at  a news  conference 
called  by  the  South  Vietnamese 
government,  said,  “Instead  of  according 
these  POWs  even  a modicum  of  humane 
treatment  and  of  attempting  to  sincerely 
solve  this  problem  in  a civilized  manner, 
North  Vietnam  considers  these  POWs  as 
bargaining  tools,  as  commodities  to  be  used 
to  help  achieve  North  Vietnam’s  political 
objectives. 

“North  Vietnam  has  steadfastly  refused 
to  solve  the  problem  related  to  POWs.  The 
reason  North  Vietnam  has  refused  even  to 
receive  the  disabled  POWs  who  were 
returned  to  the  north  by  the  south,  is 
because  North  Vietnam  wishes  to  deny  its 
own  aggression  in  South  Vietnam.” 

Under  questioning,  Tan  estimated  there 
were  300  French  still  held  in  captivity  in 
the  north.

In  a new  movement  to  make  their  weddings  more 
relevant,  today’s  young  aare  moving  away  from 
traditional  ceremonies  to  “celebrations”  where  they 
write  their  own  vows  and  speak  them  everywhere 
from  mountain  tops  at  dusk  to  beaches  at  sunrise. 

While;  there  have  always  have  been  offbeat 
weddings— sky  divers  who  marry  during  60-second 
free  falls,  scuba  divers  exchanging  rings  underwater, 
skiers  who  start  their  honeymoon  on  snowmobiles— 
the  real  change  of  the  ’70s  is  in  the  wording  of  the 
vows. 

In  a report  put  out  by  the  Religious  News  Service, 
it  was  stated  that  a clergyman  of  one  of  the  major 
world  denominations  has  altered  the  marriage  cere- 
mony to  encourage  its  acceptance  as  a trial  matter. 
Eliminating  the  vow  “Until  death  do  you  part,”  he 
has  substituted  the  words  “so  long  as  I am  able.” 

Anyone  keeping  in  contact  with  the  soaring  divorce 
rates  will  realize  how  this  type  of  vow  puts  many 
marriages  on  such  a temporary  basis  that  it  is  to  be 
feared  that  young  persons  will  marry  many  times  and 
go  through  the  same  first  few  weeks  of  disillusion- 
ment in  marriage  and  the  same  divorce  proceedings. 

In  California,  it  is  getting  to  such  a point  that  one 
can’t  help  wondering  how  many  brides-to-be  look  at 
their  husbands  and  postulate  in  their  minds  how 
much  alimony  he  is  worth. 

Progressive  ministers  in  every  state  have  encouraged 
couples  to  write  their  own  ceremony,  and  favorite 
sources  are  Gibran’s  “The  Prophet,”  T.  S.  Elliot, 
Malcom  X and  the  Beatles,  as  well  as  unusual  selec- 
tions from  the  Scriptures. 

“The  new  wedding  is  more  a ceremony  to  confirm 
what  a couple  has  found  by  living  together  rather 
than  to  make  promises  about  what  they  hope  will 
happen,”  says  Rev.  William  Glenesk  of  the  Spencer 
Memorial  Church  in  Brooklyn,  N.Y.,  who  married 
Tiny  Tim  and  Miss  Vicki  in  the  tulips  on  the  Johnny 
Carson  Show  last  year. 

Another  minister,  Rev.  Cecil  Williams,  who  often 
wears  a dashiki  for  the  ceremony,  likes  to  use  infor- 
mal dialogue  in  his  celebrations.  “I  say,  for  example, 
‘John,  why  are  you  getting  married  to  Jane,’  and  he’ll 
answer  something  like,  ‘Well  I have  known  her  and  we

Although  the  Miners  of  UTEP 
will  be  the  overwhelming  favorite 
in  the  WAC  finals  this  weekend, 
BYU  has  shown  improvement  in 
four  events  which  could  cut  into 
UTEP’s  scoring  potential. 

In  recent  Meets  BYU  has  been 
coming  up  with  superb  efforts  in 
the  discus,  javelin,  the  440 
intermediate  hurdles  and  the  shot 
put. 

The  BYU  track  team  warmed 
up  for  this  week’s  all-important 
WAC  meet  by  handily  winning  the 
team  title  at  the  West  Coast 
Relays  in  Fresno,  Calif.,  over  the 
weekend. 

The  Cougars  were  once  again 
sparked  by  Ralph  Mann  as  they 
scored  69  points  to  easily 
outdistance  second  place  Cal  Poly 
‘(os  San  Luis  Obispo)  with  31, 
while  Utah  and  San  Jose  State 
tied  for  third. 

Mann  defeated  a good  field  and 
clocked  50.7  for  the  intermediate 
hurdles  on  a track  which  was 
slowed  by  heavy  rains. 

Cougar  weight  men  looked 
tough  as  Mike  Louisiana  won  the 
discus  (186-2),  and  as  Dick  Legas 
finished  second  in  the  javelin 
(244-8)  just  inches  behind 
Arizona  State’s  American  record 
holder,  Mark  Murro.  Rolf  Engels 
picked  up  third  in  the  shot  put 
with  the  best  toss  of  his  career, 
61-1 01^. 

Louisiana’s  toss  also  earned  him 
fifth  in  the  open  discus 
competition,  which  was  won  by 
BYU  faculty  member  and  world 
record  holder,  L.J.  Silvester 
(204-1). 

BYU’s  two-mile  relay  quartet 
also  picked  up  a first.  After 
lead-off  man  Alan  Judd  put  BYU 
in  front  by  over  40  yards  with  a 
1:52.5  leg,  the  Cougars  coasted, 
unchallenged,  to  an  easy  victory. 

Foreign  recruits  Usaia  Sotutu 
(Fiji)  and  David  Hindley 
(England)  added  to  BYU’s 
winning  total  byrunning  2-3  in  the 
steeple-chase.  Sotutu  recorded  a 
career  best  of  9:02.0,  while 
Hindley  ran  his  seasonal  best  of 
9:04.0.  New  Mexico  is  running 
an  outside  chance  to  sneak  by  the 
Cougars  into  second  if  they  can 
capitalize  on  their  strengths  in  the 
running  events. 

Fourth  place  in  the  WAC 
promises  to  be  a close  battle 
between  Arizona,  Arizona  State, 
Wyoming  and  Utah. 

But  to  a great  degree,  the  result 
of  the  meet  will  depend  on  which 
team(s)  can  make  it  to  the  meet  in 
good  health.  Several  key 
personnel  have  been  on  the 
injured  list,  including  UTEP’s  ace 
hurdler  and  sprinter,  Paul  Gibson, 
and  BYU’s  sprinter,  Saimoni 
Tamani. 
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Mark  Low  is  one  of  the  reasons  that  BYU’s  strongest  event  is  the 
440  intermediate  hurdles.  Low,  who  has  run  the  event  in  51.4 
will  join  teammate  Ralph  Mann  in  an  attempt  to  run  1-2  in  the 
event  in  this  weekend’s  WAC  finals  in  Tucson,  Ariz.
